Irrigation at 
-Travers Meeting 

An enthusiastic meeting was held 
at Travers on Thursday, July 17 th, 
for the purpose of considering the 
feed proposition and irrigation. Geo. 
Hoadley, M.L.A., Hon. A. G. Mc¬ 
Lean Minister of Public Works and a 
member of the Department of Public 
Works, were there and addressed the 
meeting regarding the present condl. 
tions and the feasibility of irriga¬ 
tion in the neighborhood. Mr. F. H. 
Peters, Commissioner of Irrigation 
for Canada, was also there and spoke 
on the irrigation possibilities of this 
locality, which he expressed as pos¬ 
sible and desirable. He estimated 
that the forty-acre-to-the-quarter 
proposition would cost In the neigh¬ 
borhood of $1600.00 to the quarter 
section and stated that 40 acres of 
watered land would easily produce 
100 tons of hay per year, assuring 
permanent and profitable live stock 
industries. It was up to the people 
there, however, to decide whether or 
not they would undertake the obli¬ 
gations consequent to the installa¬ 
tion of the system, the cost of which 
would be extended over a period of 
years, and the maintenance of which 
would cost about $ 1.00 per acre (per 
year. \

All-Canadian 

Grain Route 

With even the partial crop re¬ 
coveries that are now being re¬ 
ported from some of the wheat dis¬ 
tricts of Alberta and Saskatchewan, 
it Is becoming apparent that the 
movement of this year’s grain will 
still be a matter of considerable pro¬ 
portions. Some of the grain trade 
experts ar e saying that the west will 
have from 160 to 175 million bush¬ 
els for exj^prt, which represents a 
tidy volume of business, after all. 

This year will see the inaugura¬ 
tion of an all-Canadian grain-mov¬ 
ing service. Our western wheat will 
go to the seaboard by our own 
routes, not via the United States, as 
heretofore for the American porta 
have been closed in the Interests of 
their own export business. It would 
therefore appear to be the golden 
opportunity for the St. Lawrence 
route to prove its capacity and 
economy. 

The Canadian Lake Shippers’ As¬ 
sociation is looking at the diversion 
of the trade to the Canadian route 
a.s a blessing in disguise, and is of 
the opinion that Canadian wheat .will 
c« ntinue to go by that route In the 
future, once Its practicability is es¬ 
tablished. The cost by way of the 
St. Lawrence is declared to be no 
| more than by the American ports. 

Meanwhile an inspection tour of 
the lake and river route is just now 
being made by a party of business 
men, under the auspices of two of 
the lake steamship companies. A 
plan for deepening and widening the 
ci.nals, so that ocean liners may go 
th.ough without trabs-shipment 
from Fort William to Liverpool has 
been proposed and the tour is made 
with that in mind. 


By an order-in-council just passed 
everybody, except on urgent and 
cessary business, is prohibited from 
entering the GQvernment reserves to 
tha west of High River and fishing 
within the limits is consequently not 
allowed for the present. This action 
v s taken as a prevention of further 
fi es In the reserves.

TAX SUGGESTION. 

A gentleman who has undertaken 
to show how the dominion govern¬ 
ment can raise more money by tax¬ 
ation suggests a new scale for the 
income tax. He goes as far with R 
as $8,000 a year. At that figure a 
tax of 50 per cent, is to be imposed. 
As for incomes in excess of $8,000 
he would not go very far, he tells 
ug, before be would "take it all, ev¬ 
ery dollar of it." Whatever may be 
said for such a policy as a means of 
equalizing incomes, it could hardTy 
be a very productive revenue getter. 
People are not likely to go on re¬ 
ceiving incomes if compelled to hand 
over the whole of these to the gov¬ 
ernment. If this policy were adopt¬ 
ed, the incomes would disappear and 
how would the public treasury then 
be the gainer. As things are now, 
the government takes a large part of 
big incomes. Apergon with one of 
$100,000 pays $31,190, and if he has 
$1,000,000 he pays $663,190. 

NOT WANTED. 

The Germans are as interesting 
and diverting a people in peace time- 
as they were unreasonable and im¬ 
possible a people in war time. They 
are making sundry friendly proposi¬ 
tions now, all looking toward their 
own restoration to a place in the 
world’s scheme of things, and one of 
the latest, one of the most surpris¬ 
ing, and one of the least likely soon 
to come true, concerns Canada. 

Letters of inquiry are continually 
reaching the Canadian immigration 
office in London, it seems from Ger¬ 
many. Their writers, being full- 
blooded ' Germans who have ambi¬ 
tions and a desire to get away some¬ 
where, are looking toward Canada 
and are asking what the chances 
may be for their finding homes in 
some part of the dominion. Colonel 
Obed Smith, the commissioner of 
immigration, replies to one and all 
I such letters to the effect that as the 
I law now stands the would-be settlers 
. from Germany would not be admitt¬ 
ed into Canada. 

It isn’t so much the wonder at 
these people wanting to move away 
from their fatherland, which they 
have so bravely professed to love, or 
even their admiration of Canada, so 
recently a land they despised and 
hated; its their consummate nerve 
in supposing they would be allowed 
on any terms, to settle here at this 
early stage, that 'moves one to a 
measure of surprise. That they would 
themselves be willing to forgive and 
forget, for the sake of being wel¬ 
comed to a new home and an oppdi- 
tunity to make a new start in life, 

, may be inferred from the -fact that 
I they have applied for information. 
Though they hated the Canadians 
during the war, they are now prepar¬ 
ed to lie down in peace beside them 
and share with ttym the Canadian 
stores of good things. 

But it cannot be. Whatever else 
- may happen some day, when time 
. .ias done its work of healing, Canada 
is not ready for German immigrants 
at the present stage of its history. 
It wants German immigrants least of 
all and the would-be-settlers from 
that direction will simply have to 
look out homes for themselves some¬ 
where else or stay where they are. 

NEW POLITICAL ORGANIZATION 

Of Importance an,d moment in the 
political arena and one which will 
undoubtedly from the start create a 
potential influence In the manage¬ 
ment of public affairs, is the per¬ 
manent organization of the U.F.A. 
Political Association, which was for¬ 
mally created at a meeting of the 
executives of the various constituen¬ 
cies held at Calgary on Thursday, 
July 24th Inst., when the organiza¬ 
tion was perfected and the various 
planks of a constitution were adopt¬ 
ed. 

It is with a seriousness of purpose, 
after mature and lengthy considera¬ 
tions, that the farming community 
of this province, have deemed it ad¬ 
visable and for their best interests, 
as well as for the interests of the 
province which they so strongly rep¬ 
resent, that they should become moYe 
directly interested and active in the 
promulgation of laws and the selec¬ 
tion of representatives for the execu¬ 
tion of the same, that they have] 
come together, irrespective of form¬ 


er party affiliations and ties to join 
In oqe unified party for the protec¬ 
tion of their interests and that which 
represents the one main interest of 
the province—Agriculture. 

That th^y will be (successful, owing 
to the preponderance of Interests 
represented, lg anticipated and gen¬ 
erally acknowledged, provided the 
underlying clauses of their constitu¬ 
tion and thk basis of their future ac¬ 
tivities are sound ahd compatible 
with the objects to be accomplished 
and provided also that the taint of 
political Individual favors for poli¬ 
tic’s sake only, be eliminated and 
withheld from the actions of the 
board. " 

The new party enters the field at 
an opportune time. Dissatisfaction 
and disruption is at present facing 
the workings of the two old political 
parties, both of which are, at the 
present time trying to re-lnstate 
themselves in the good graces of the 
public, and are seeking popular is¬ 
sues for the enhancement of their 
interests and the strengthening of 
their following, and both of which 
are much perturbed at the entrance 
of the new party in the field. Success 
will depend largely upon the initial 
actions of the organization, which 
will be scrutenized closely by th« 
political followers of the old parties 
and will be used as ammunition for 
their guns in their endeavors to be¬ 
little the new party in the eyes of the 
public. Care and full consideration 
should therefore proceed every im¬ 
portant step and decision in the make 
up of the constitution, and impulsive 
and radical measures should be kept 
out o f its make up. Conservative and 
well grounded facts, having an ap¬ 
peal of conscientious sincerity shoul<f 
be the embodiment of its phraseolo¬ 
gy. The selection of candidates for 
office must be made with regard to 
their particular fitness and ability 
only and personal patronage must be 
Ignored. The very foundation of Its 
inception; the correction of political 
evils and the betterment of existing 
political conditions, must be scrupu¬ 
lously adhered to, and no openings 
left for adverse criticism as to its 
purposes. Thus the U.F.A. Political 
Association can be firmly established 
and permanently recognized as a fac¬ 
tor in the management of the poli¬ 
tical affairs of the pjpvince and in its 
maintenance of the conscientious 
support of not only the farmers of 
the province but also of the following 
of a considerable number of present 
adherents of the old political par¬ 
ties, who are dissatisfied with the 
present and past regimes. 


EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

In the months of May and June 
there was a loss in Canada, through 
labor strikes, of 2,338,837 days. It 
will take a long time to make up the 
production to say nothing of the 
money earnings, represented in this 
aggregate of idleness. 

The mothly bulletin of the Bank 
of Commerce for July reviews the 
finances of the different provinces. 
The painful fact is brought out by 
a chart illustrating the article that 
during 1918 the ordinary expendi¬ 
ture per head of population was 
greater in Alberta than anywhere 
else in the dominion. The growth 
has been rapid. In Saskatchewan, 
which became a province at the same 
time as we did, the per capita ex¬ 
penditure is still less than ours was 
in 1914. The average for the do¬ 
minion is $7.60. Alberta’s is a shade 
over $16.00.

Are we due now for a craze of 
freak cities? It was stated only a 
few days ago that the I.W.W. organi¬ 
zation proposed to found a capital 
city of its own in the state of Wash¬ 
ington, and it was to be a city, as 
one could easily believe different 
from any other upon the earth. 
There follows it the report than an 
international city in Belgium is be¬ 
ing urged, to be known as “Geopo- 
lis,” and eventually to be made the 
capital of the league of nations. 

The coalition idea is to be perpe¬ 
tuated in Great Britain, too. It is 
not as new there as in Canada, in¬ 
deed, and should find a ready sup¬ 
port, notwithstanding the multipli¬ 
city of political parties and divisions. 
Winston Churchill speaking evident¬ 
ly with inside-knowledge, forecasts 
the formation of a permanent centre 
party, which will be a coalition party 
under a new name.

THIS OBLIGING WISCONSIN 
HEN LAYS SIXTEEN EGGS 

‘ IN ONE DAY. 


Can a hen, can any hen—no mat¬ 
ter how pepful and ambitious—lay 
thirteen eggs without getting off the 
nest, all in one day ? Don’t all speak 
at once. Many people who said 
things exactly like those you are 
now' tempted to say have come to 
regard a well-known hen of West 
Salem, Wisconsin, “with awe and 
reverence.” They came to scoff, and 
remained to admit that Gus Rhode’s 
White Rock hen was some hen, as 
it were. She—it is not fitting to 
speak of such a biddy as “it”—she 
has been called “The Machine Gun 
Pullet," or “The Magazine Hen.” 
Affidavits are on file as to her prow-> 
css, and she is honored In her own 
country of West Salem, no matter 
what a crude outside world may 
think of her accomplishments. Her 
claim to the egg-laying champion¬ 
ship of the world is advanced in this 
wise by the La Crosse (Wisconsin) 
Tribune and Leader-Press: 

With a record of 151 eggs in one 
month and 77 of these produced in 
a single week, a three-yearold White 
Rock hen owned by Gus Rhodes 
prosperous La Crosse valley farmei 
living one mile east of West Salem. 
Wis., claims the egg-laying chami 
plonship of the world. 

PoultryVnen who scoffed at th* 
story when Mr. Rhodes first announc¬ 
ed that he was getting from three 
to six eggs per day from one hen. 
and othqrs who have visited the 
farm during the last week and 
watched the hen perform on the nest 
have ceased to laugh when this White 
Rock’s achievements are mentioned. 
In all seriousness they are willing to 
take oath that the hen Is “delivering 
the goods” exactly as represented. 

At first questioning the record ol' 
the hen’s laying proclivities during 
the month of May, when it was kept 
by Mrs. Rhodes, the skeptics, some 
of whom were on the premises when 
the hen last Monday laid sixteen eggs 
in a period of ten hours, now regard 
the remarkable chicken with a feel¬ 
ing of awe or reverence. 

And after J. H. Benson, La Crosse 
poultry fancier who went to the 
Rhodes farm and camped in the 
barn with the chicken for two days 
appeared in the office of Count) 
Judge John Brindley and made af¬ 
fidavit that he saw the hen lay thir¬ 
teen of these sixteen eggs in one- 
sitting of four hours, without stopp¬ 
ing to eat, drink or even cackle, the 
skeptics ar.e willing to accept as s 
verity the daily egg-laying record 
submitted by Mr. Rhodes since Mrs 
White Rock set out to establish s 
new world’s record. Here it is: 

May 3, four eggs; May 4, three; 
May 5 four; May 6 , fiye; May 7, six; 
May 8 th, four; May 9, three. 

The hen laid no more eggs until 
May 20, when she started in with 
five. Her record for the balance of. 
the month follows: May 20, five; May 
21, none; May 22, six; May 23, four; 
May 24, seven; May 25 four; May- 
26, nine; May 27, nine; May 28, elev¬ 
en; May 29 ten; May 30, fourteen; 
May^31, fourteen; June 1, one; June 
2, sixteen; June 3 , eleven; June 4 
one. 

Mrs. White Rock is an exclusive 
hen. From the first day when shi 
started in her record-laying career, 
she has refused to lay unless ad¬ 
mitted to the barn. 

Mr. Rhode’s attention was first 
attracted to the hen in April, when 
on several days at noon he founo 
the bird hovering around the ban- 
door awaiting a ‘chance to enter the 
building when the horses we>e pui 
in for the noon-day feeding. 

And each day that the hen was 
admitted to the barn he found in 
the evening from two to six eggs i i 
the manger. But there never wa: 
more than one hen in the building. 
Right there Mrs. White Rock began 
to get famous. 

“Still I was afraid to tell my neigh¬ 
bors, for I knew they would laugh 
and I could hardly believe it myself,” 
said Mr. Rhodes. “To be sure wi 
were right, I began to watch the hen. 
When I .saw her lay three and four 
eggs at one sitting I knew the tlmi 
had come to begin to do a little 
crowing myself, and I told my .neigh¬ 
bors and people in the village and 
invited them to come and see for 
themselves. 

“J. H. Benson came out from La 
Crosse early last Sunday and watch¬ 
ed the hen constantly all day. There 
were hundreds of persons here dur¬ 
ing the day, and I suppose the ex¬ 
citement had its effect for the hen 
laid only one egg. Mr. Benson de¬ 
cided to stay over night and watch 
the hen another day. And he cer¬ 
tainly watched her. When the en 
clambered into the nest finally, Mon¬ 
day, Mr. Peterson sat down in a 
rocking chair in the barn near by 
and never took his eyes off the nest 
until the chicken finally arose four 
hours later and hopped down oqto 
the barn floor. 


"Mr. Benson found the hen<J>ad 
laid in this one sitting fourteen eggs. 
Later in the day she laid two more 
eggs, but Benson was gone. He went 
to the village to tell about it, I 
guess. He didn’t return to the farm.” 

This White Rock hen Is a large 
bird, but not of unusual size, altho 
her posterior quarters are larger 
than found on any other chicken in 
a large flock on the farm. She Is fat 
and docile, a voracious eater when 
off the nest and consumes a large 
amount' of grain. Mr. Rhodes be¬ 
lieves the hen is three years old, al¬ 
though he is not positive on this 
score. _A 

The eggs laid by this hmi^*j^of 
normal size, have full hard shells 
and single yolks. A number of the 
eggs have been used for setting pur¬ 
poses and'all have been found to be 
fertile. 

La Crosse people won’t believe it. 

West Salem does. 

A few from this city are convinced 
that It is O.K. 

J. H. Benson, La Crosse chicken 
fancier on Wednesday afternoon ap¬ 
pealed before Judge Brindley of the 
county court where he took an oaTh 
that he had watched the hep lay four¬ 
teen eggs In one day. 

His aflidavlt follows; - 

J. H. Benson, being first duly 
sworn on oath to tell the truth-and 
nothing but the truth concerning the 
miraculous production of eggs by a 
certain hen on the Gus Rhodes farm 
one and one-half miles east of the 
village of West Salem, I,a Crosse 
county, says; 

My nan\e Is J. H. Benson and I 
Ijive in the city of La Crosse, Wiscon¬ 
sin, at 228 Nopth Twentieth street. 

The first time I visited the Rhodes 
farm was ou the 29th day of May, 
1919. I arrived at 7 o’clock in the 
morning. Between that time and 
three o’clock in the afte* noon of the 
same day the hen laid three (8) egg*. 

I next visited the farm on the fiast 
of June, 1919. I got Jhere at 3.06-. 
o’clock in the afternoon same day 
and stayed all night. £ went to the 
hen house about 7 o’diyk in the 
morning. I saw the hen jump from 
her roosting pole down on the floor 
and as she lit she dropped an egg 
(laid an egg). I saw the hen (same 
hen) go from the hen roost to the 
barn where I made a nest for her in 
the barn in a box. She went, on the 
nest at ten' o’clock that forenoon. 
From that time until noon she laid 
two ( 2 ) more eggs and was on the 
nest when I went to dinner. Before 
I went to dinner I got some fine wire 
screen and securely covered her so 
no other hen could get Into the nest 
with her. When I got back to her 
nest from dinner there was no more 
eggs in the nest. I took off the screen 
and watched heit diligently until 3 
o’clock in the afternoon, same day, j 
when she/' the hen, got off her nest 
and I counted thirteen (13) eggs in 
the nest all laid by this same hen 
and normal in size. There was not 
at any time another hen in the barn. 

If anyone had put an egg in that 
nest I would have seen them do so 
and I solemnly swear that no person 
did put an egg in that nest and that 
no other hen had access to the nesl 
or the barn. At noon that day Mr. 
Rhodes and his son helped me put 
the wire screen .over the barn when 
I went to dinner; aside from that 
time no other people were in the 
barn that day while I was there un¬ 
til three o’clock in the afternoon, 
when I left for home.

At the convention held at Cal^aA 
on the 24th 'and 25th inst., whereat 
the U.F.A. Political Association was 
formally organised, the following 
constitution was adopted; 

The name of this association shall 
be “The U.F.A. Political association.” 

This association shall consist of 
the officers and directors elected by 
the U.F.A. political associations of 
the federal constituencies of Alberta. 

OBJECTS. 

To constitute in itself a medium, 
through which the various federal 
and provincial constituencies’ politi¬ 
cal organizations may act collective¬ 
ly where their common political in¬ 
terests are concerned. 

To establish a bureau for the col¬ 
lecting and disseminating of statis¬ 
tics and other Information bearing 
on the political welfare of the peo¬ 
ple. 

To assist the various federal and 
provincial constituency organizations 
to co-operate with other groups hav¬ 
ing similar aims. 

To inspire and supervise political 
organization in federal and provin¬ 
cial constituencies of the province. 

To promote the formation of a na¬ 
tional farmers’ political organiza¬ 
tion. 

THE EXECUTIVE. 

The executive shall consist of a 
president and a first and second vice- 
president, to be elected by this asso¬ 
ciation. Two members of executive 
shall constitute a quorum. 

Meetings of the executive shall b* 
held as often as the business of the 
association shall require, and at least 
once every three months, and shall 
be called by the president. 

A special meeting of the executive 
may be called at the Instance of any 
,two members thereof provided they 
request the president in writing to 
call such meeting and also state- the 
business to be brought before the 
executive. Meetings of the execu¬ 
tive shall be called , by ten days’ no¬ 
tice in writing mailed to each mem¬ 
ber of the executive at his usual 
place of abode, or .on three days’ 
notice by telegram or telephone. 
Meetings may be held without notice 
if all the executive are present. 

THE BOARD. 

The board shall consist of the ex¬ 
ecutive and one director from each 
federal association, Buch director to 
be nominated by the executive of 
each federal association. A majority 
of the board shall constitute a quor¬ 
um. 

The secretary-treasurer shall be 
appointed by the executive and his 
remuneration fixed. 

DUTIES OF EXECUTIVE. 

Duties of executive shall be to car¬ 
ry out the directions of the board. 

To act as a central organization 
for political organization and pro¬ 
paganda work and to take full 
charge of and be responsible for all 
the political activities of the U.F.A.- 
and of all -correspondence and liter¬ 
ature connected therewith, provided 
that nothing in the foregoing shall 
be cqnstrued to restrict or super¬ 
cede the clearly defined powers and 
duties of the various constituency 
associations. 

The executive shall bond the Sec¬ 
retary-treasurer in such sum as they 
may deem expedient in a guarantee 
company. 

The board shall manage the busi¬ 
ness of the association and may exer¬ 
cise all the powers of the associa¬ 
tion required to be exercised by the 
convention, and may delegate any 
such powers to the executive. 

A meeting of the central board 
may be oalled at afiy time, and not 
less than once in slit months, by the 
president, the executive or a major¬ 
ity of the members of the board. 
Notice of meeting must be mailed to 
each member at his usual place of 
abode at least two weeks prior there 
to, stating the timp and place of such 
meeting and the business to come 
before the said meeting, provided 
that an emergency meeting can be 
held at any time upon five days’ no¬ 
tice by telegram or telephone to 
each member. , 

Remuneration—The remuneration 
of the executive and board shall be 
fixed by the board. 

Conventions—(1) The annual con¬ 
vention of this association shall be 
held in July at a place and time de¬ 
termined by board. 

(2) Special conventions may be 
called at any time at the discretion 
of the board. 

(3) At least two weeks’ notice 
of convention shall he mailed to 
secretaries of each federal political 
association, provided that special 
conventions may be called on three 
days’ notice by wire in case of ur-
